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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to paper filed on Aug. 27, 2009, the applicants have canceled claims 21 
and 23; amended claims 1-19, 22 and 24-27 and furthermore, have added new claims 
29 and 30. The applicants have also submitted a new abstract. 

2. Claims 1-20, 22 and 24-30 are pending in the application. Claim 20 remains 
withdrawn as being directed to non-elected invention. 



Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on Aug. 27, 2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive regarding objection for containing non-elected subject matter. The 
applicants have amended claims to overcome indefiniteness rejection and furthermore, 
have submitted an english translation of their priority document to overcome prior art 
rejection. In regard to objection for containing non-elected subject matter, the applicants 
did not address this issue at all in their response. The restriction was made final in the 
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last office action. Therefore, applicants need to amend claims to read upon the elected 
group.
